Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Groocock  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  fif±  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1958. 

The  report  has  been  written  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  22/58  dated  9th  December,  1958.  The  Vital  Statistics 
for  the  year  under  review  were  as  follows,  for  comparison  the  1957 
figures  are  included  in  parentheses  : — 

The  Population  (Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate)  is  4,910 
(4,940),  a decrease  of  30  on  last  year’s  figure,  and  the  Vital  Statistics 
in  this  repon  are  based  on  this  figure.  The  Birth  Rate  was  12.42  (13.16) 
but  there  was  an  actual  decrease  in  Live  Births  by  four.  The  Crude 
Death  Rate  10.59  (13.16)  showed  a decrease  of  thirteen  deaths,  the 
registered  causes  of  deaths  are  listed  on  page  6.  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  was  16.39  (nil)  which  means  there  was  one  death  under  one  year  of 
age  out  of  61  live  births.  Once  again  there  were  no  deaths  under  the 
heading  of  Maternal  Mortality  which  is  highly  commendable. 

Section  F deals  with  the  Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious 
Diseases.  There  were  sixteen  cases  notified  as  compared  with  ninety-six 
last  year.  The  Mass  Radiography  Service  was  in  Desborough  from  the 
9th  to  14th  May,  1958  when  2.044  persons  were  X-rayed  resulting  in 
one  case  of  Active  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  being  found. 

Sections  C,  D and  E of  the  report  have  been  submitted  by  your 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor.  Section  C deals  with  the 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area.  Section  D deals  with  Public  Health 
and  Housing  Acts,  the  Council  did  not  build  any  houses  during  the  year. 
Section  E deals  with  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
support  and  help,  and  Mr.  Holdsworth  for  information  supplied  for 
this  report  and  for  his  ever  ready  assistance  throughout  the  year.  I should 
also  like  to  thank  Mr.  Greaves  and  staff  for  assistance  on  many  matters 
throughout  the  year.  Finally,  I appreciate  very  much  the  assistance 
received  from  Miss  Langley  in  compiling  this  report.

I have  the  honour  to  submitt  my  report  for  the  year  1958. 

Water  Supply. — The  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board  has 
maintained  a good  supply  of  water  both  in  quantity  and  quality 
throughout  the  year. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  supply  were  made  by  the  Board 
weekly  and  the  results  were  very  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  installation  of  new  sludge  beds  and 
pumping  machinery  is  now  in  hand,  and  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to 
report  that  the  washings  from  the  humous  tanks  are  now  being 
re-circulated. 

SECTION  D.  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts. 

Sanitary  Inspections  of  the  Area. — During  the  year  157  com- 
plaints relative  to  dwelling  houses  were  investigated.  Informal  action 
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was  taken  in  each  case.  The  nuisances  referred  mainly  to  minor  housing 
structural  defects  and  drainage. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  581  complaints  were  received  from 
tenants  of  Council  Houses  relating  to  defects.  In  each  case  appropriate 
action  was  taken.

Fish  Frying. — The  three  fish  frying  establishments  were  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  state  throughout  the  year. 

Bakehouses. — There  is  only  one  bakehouse  in  the  town.  It  has 
been  kept  in  a clean  condition.  Up-to-date  sanitary  accommodation  is 
provided  together  with  a constant  supply  of  hot  water. 

Ice  Cream — Heat  Treatment  Regulations,  1947-52. — ^There  are 
no  licensed  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  in  the  Urban  Area.  A wholesale 
manufacturing  company  has  erected  a cold  storage  depot  in  the  area, 
from  which  the  whole  of  the  Midlands  will  be  served.  All  ice  cream 
sold  in  the  area  is  pre-packed.  The  number  of  registrations  for  the  sale 
of  ice  cream  is  ten. 

Clean  Food  Campaign. — Notices  are  continued  to  be  displayed 
in  all  food  shops  requesting  shoppers,  in  the  interest  of  hygiene,  not  to 
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bring  dogs  into  the  premises.  These  notices  appear  to  be  serving  their 
purpose. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955-56. — ^There  are  32  foodshops  in 
the  town  made  up  as  follows  : — 17  Grocery,  3 Confectionery,  6 
Butchers,  3 Greengrocers,  3 Fishfriers. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  put  on  record  my  thanks  for  the 
continued  help  and  support  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee. 

SECTION  F.  Infectious  Diseases. 

During  the  year  there  were  16  notifications  compared  with  96 
last  year. 

Measles. — During  the  year  1 case  was  notified  compared  with  94 
cases  in  1957. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 15  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  All  these 
cases  were  nursed  at  home  and  all  recovered. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 

These  regulations  empower  the  Council  to  prevent  persons  suffer- 
ing from  Tuberculosis  to  engage  in  the  milk  trade.  No  action  was  taken 
during  1958. 

One  case  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the 
year  and  one  case  or  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  died.  Two  cases  of 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  removed  from  the  register  as  cured  and 
two  respiratory  cases  removed  from  the  district.
